There was wild excitement this morning at 
the foot of Anna street when the ice made its 
third break for freedom. The crews of the 
boats jammed in and wrecked at 
tha point were busily engaged in 
the work of saving what remained 
of the properties committed to their care, 
when a tug’s shrill whistle and the cry, ‘‘Here 
she comes!“ passed down the bank like water- 
buckets at a village fire, made them half wild. 
The movements of the ice in the harbor last 
night were checked by a gorge which extended 
in a serpentine line across the river from the 
foot of Dorcas street to the Illinois shore. 
In parts of this gorge the ice was 
piled to the height of twenty 
feet, and along its entire length was no- 
where less than ten feet high. The flurry this 
morning was due to a partial break in this 
gorge at a point about two hundred feet from 
the St. Louis shore, but the movement of ice 
through this channel was not well under way 
when the gap filled, and the oncoming fields of 
ices refusing to be checked, piled and heaped 
the Blocks of ice back of the gorge. The ice 
was mushy and where the pushing power be-

AN EYE-WITNESS TALKS. 

Charles Pretty, watchman on the City of 
Monroe, said of last night’s excitement: 
We had seven strong lines out, the two larg- 
est being two and a half inch. In addition we 
had a heavy chain. The pressure of the 
ice was great, but it looked as 
though we were coming out all right until the 
Hays’ lines broke and she came down on us 
with the sand fleet. Then everything we had 
out broke and we were carried right 
bank.

USED A REVOLVER. 


HOW A MARKET STREET SALOON-KEEPER 
COLLECTED A BAR BILL. 


Jeff D. Storts, the Four Courts Lawyer, 
Starts a Saloon That Promises to Lower 
All Becords—The Aged Father of Storts 
Makes Three Attempts to Hill His Son, 
and Has Three Knives Taken Away From 
Him—Terrible Scenes. 


A rather unusual warrant was issued by 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes this 
morning. It was against a man who collected 
a bill dy force of arms. Robert K. Wood- 
ward, a saloon-keeper at 1311 Market 
etreet is the man against whom 
it was issued, and highway robbery is the 
charge. Woodward is a partner of Jeff D. 
Storts, the Four Courts practitioner, not 
in the latter’s capacity as a lawyer, 
but in his capacity as a saloon- 
keeper. The long -legged son of Shannon 
County tired of enriching saloon -keepers, and 
concluded he might as well reap the profits of 
his drinking. Accordingly he epened up a 
saloon business at the above number, and has 
been running it in connection with hislaw 
practice. Woodward was his partner in the 
bar, the firm name being R. K. Wood- 


ward & Co. The ‘‘grand opening’’ took 
— Saturday night, invitations being sent 

roadcast all over the city, and nearly all of 
them bearing the name of Jeff D.Storts written 
in his own beautiful chirograpbhy. Among 
others who attended the opening 
was ; Lavender a railroad man. 
Lavender first spent all his spare cash over the 
bar, and then went in on the time payment 
——· 45 He did so well at this that in two 
days he had run up a bill ot $20. Last night 
he went around there with some money in his 

ocket. Woodward wanted him to pay his bills. 

e refused and shortly afterwar ood d 
sey worked him back into a rear room. 

hen he locked the door and placing a re- 
volver to Lavender’s head demanded that he 
pay his bill or have his head blownoff. The 
thoroughly alarmed customer went through a 
wondertul transformation scene. 

HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 

From Lavender he became white. He gave 
Woodward all the money he had and departed 
from the place very blue. This morning he 
told Mr. Dierkes that he needed clothes badly 
and intended purchasing them with the mon- 

He said the proprietor of the saloon 
had enco ed im in drinking 
and their whis still tasted in his mouth. 
The law does net recognize a liquor bill asa 
legal lien, and the system of collecting in- 
augurated by Woodward is not permitted in 
any business. Mr. Dierkes says it is a clear case 
of highway robbery, the lowest punishment 
for which is ten years in the penitentiary. 

ANOTHER ROW. 

The Woodward—Lavender trouble was not 
the only row which occurred at the saloon last 
night. There wasamore di ceful scene in 
which an aged tie “eg father was beaten 
by his own son. It was the father of Jeff 
Storts, and the Four Oourts practitioner is the 
man who struck him. The old man, Dr. 
Storts, a practicing physician of Rolla, Mo., 
has been visiting his son with his wife, Jeff’s 
mother. Sunday night, itis said, the senior 
Storts lost his watch playing ker at the 
saloon of his son. Last night he was 
again about the place and somewnat 
under the influence of liquor. He demanded 
of Jeff $$ which he claimed the latter owed 
him. Theson denied owing him the money, 
stating that he had been giving him money 

along for some time, and that 
the father who was in 
debt. The father persisted in 
pressing his claim,and Jeff drew back his arm 
and struck him. Then he shoved his father 
out ot the saloon. The old man, who is about 
65 years of age, fell on his face on the pave- 
ment.

MAXWELL MUCH BETTER. 


The Malarial Fever Disappears—A Sensa- 
tional Rumor Denied. 


The condition of Maxwell is much. improved 
to-day. Dr. Priest says the malarial fever has 
entirely disappeared, and that in a day or two 
his patient will be as well as ever. The littie 
prisoner is still taking his medicine regularly, 
and says he feels much better, In fact, he 
says, his attack was only very slight, and no 
worse, he thinks, than he has previously 


erienced. As to it only being a 
cold with which Maxwell was affected, 
Dr. Priest says there can be no doubt about his 
having malarial fever. Yesterday Maxwell had 
a decided fever, and Sunday he was even 
worse. Dr. Priest thought yesterday morn- 
ing that the attack might preve quite serious, 
but now says the patient is all right. Speak- 
ing of his illness Maxwell himself said: I was 
a pre sick man Sunday and was ye 
badly yesterday, but this morning Iam as wel 

t was an attack of malaria 
I was 
somewhat 

esterday, but nine grains of quinine knocked 
t, and this morning I am as wellasever. I 
don’t think my illness was at any time at all 
serious, I having merely a light attack of 
malaria.’’ 

Maxwell is looking better to-day than he has 
at any time since the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court was rendered in his 
case. He spends mostof his time smoking. 
Cigarettes are his favorite smoke, but he 
also smokes cigars and a pipe.

He is in the best of spirits, and uo one to con- 
verse with him would imagine that so little 
stood between him and the gallows.

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A BREAK IN THE BOARD 


OVER THE PROPOSED GRANITE RECON- 
STRUCTION OF THE STREETS. 


Commissioner Murphy Objects to Commis- 
sioner Turner’s Recommendations, Which 
He Says Cannot be Justified—Several Im- 
portant Improvements Abandoned — 
Music for Benton Park—Municipal Mat- 
ters. 


Among the real estate dedlers the. proposed 
street reconstruction is atopic of very general 
conversation. Every other man met on Bighth 
street has a petition or remonstrance nearest 
to his heart, figuratively and literally. Every 
day owners and agents are at the Oity 
Hall in crowds, chasing the  ODills 
through the departments. Some bills are be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements, some 
in the Council, some in the Honse of Dele- 
gates, some in thé committees and some be- 
fore the Mayor. Great infinence has been 
brought by protesting property holders 
to postpone the work and thereby es- 
cape the assessment. The Board of Public 
Improvements has long since come to the 
conclusion that these improvements should be 
carried over the protests of property-holders 
and the stereotyped reading of the minutes is 
recommended, believing that public inter- 
ests demand said reconstruction.’’ To-day 
the first break occurred in the Board. When 
it met at 10:30 o’clock a number of ordinances 
for the reconstruction of streets were reported 
from the Committee on Streets. Mr.James M. 
Carpenter was present and entered a 
protest against the reconstruction of Bell 
avenue from a point 660 feet west 


of Grand avenne to Vandeventer avenue. His 
remonstrance was taken under consideration. 
Street Commissioner Turner then reported an 
ordinance for the reconstruction of Eighteenth 
street betweenChestnut street and Washington 
avenue. Harbor Commissioner Murphy said 
he was convinoed that the reconstruction of 
this street would be a great hardship on the 
community of the Good Shepherd, which had 
already stood two assessments, one for 
Chestnut street and one for Pine street. 
He said that the institution is one 
which carries on an extensive charity for 
which the city had failed to make any pro- 
vision and for which im made no return. As 
had been explained to the Board the institu- 
tion had been hard te pay the 
expenses of the other reconstruc- 
tions and he asked that in consideration 
of these facts the committee withdraw the 
ordinance, He said he wanted to 
in accord with the Board as he 
favored reconstruction, but in this 
case he thought it only right to defer the 
reconstruction under consideration for a year. 
Street Commissioner Turner refused to agree 
to this, and as there wasa majority remon- 
strance, Commissioner Murphy's vote de- 
feated the ordinance. Then the reconstruc- 
tion of Eighteenth, from Washington avenue 
to Franklin avenue was taken up, and use 
the first ordinance was defeated, the 
Commissioner voted ainst this 
° Cotamission Murphy voted for it. 
As soon as this problem was disposed of, with 
the first showing of dissension which has 
marked the deliberations of the present Board, 
another was taken up. The property-holders 
on Franklin avenue, between Jefferson ave- 
nue and Leflingwell, objected to the establish - 
ment of those lines as a reconstruction dis- 
trict, claiming that the great expense of paving 
the wide space at Leffiingwell avenue 
should be distributed along the street to Comp - 
ton or Garrison avenue. They did not pro- 
test against the improvement but only against 
the division of the street. Commissioner 
Turner refused to change the district lines. 
Commissioner Murphy said that the Board had 
made the same division as now requested on 
Laclede avenue and it would be inconsistent 
not to make it here. Be said the Street 
Commissioner could not justify his 
recommendation. Commissioner Turner sat 
in his place silent and obstinate. He refused 
to make the change. It was submitted toa 
vote and carried over the vote of Commission 
ers Klemm and Murphy as there was ne re- 
monstrance.

NEW COMPLICATIONS IN THE EXCHANGE 
. TRANSPORTATION BUREAU. 


Three Appointees te the New Committee 
. Decline to Serve—A Sharp Criticism of 
‘President Orthwein’s Action—The Presi- 
dent Replies With a Rap atthe Com- 
mittee—The Secretaryship. 


The Transportation Committee tangle on 
Change is not smoothed out by a large 
majority. As was stated in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH yesterday the Board of Directors 
adopted the report of the special committee 
recommending the continuance of the com- 
mittee and fixing $5,000 as the limit of expenses 
for operating the bureau. The report some- 
what joined in with the last letter of Dr. 
Taussig by advising the use of amicable 
means of securing whatis wanted from the 
railroads, and resorting to stringent means 
only as a last resort when all else fails. The 
report also recommends the employing of a 
clerk or secretary to give his whole time to 
the work of the committee. 

THD NEW OCOMMITTER. 

Under the action of the Board President 
Orthwein appointed anew committee, and in 
the reorganization only five members 
of the old committee were retained. 
These five men are E. O. Simmons, 
John M. Gilkéson, Robert H. Whitelaw 


D. P. Grier and John R. Holmes, and the new 
committee as it stood when named was com- 
osed of these gentlemen and the following: 
eb M. Samuel, Louis Fuss, O. W. Isaacs, 
W. L. Green, Jr. Redmond ol * H. W. 
Chandler, August Nasse and J. H. Teasdale. 
E. O. Simmons was named as Chairman. 
A SLAP AT THE OLD MEMBERS. 

The reorganization and appointment of a 
majority of new members Is considered some- 
thing of a slap atthe old committee and an 
intention to have the work of the bureau 
started on new lines. It was 
the chief topic of conversation on the floor 
to-day and created a large amount of interest. 
The ex-committeemen feel cut up about it, 
8 just at this time, when they were 
n the midst of a sharp  ocontro- 
versy with General Manager Taussig 
over the grain rates, in which Dr. 
Taussig had taken occasion to severely criti- 
cise the action and methods of the committee. 
It looked as if the president had dropped them 
rather unceremoniously, without giving them 
a chance to answer back or vindicate them- 
selves and had in this way endorsed Dr. 
Taussig’s criticism. 

Few of the gentlemen of the party of the 
left cared to talk about itfurtherthan to say 
that they were glad to get rid of the work, but 
nevertheless they could not help but feel that 
they had been givenarap. Mr. Phil F. Shir- 
mer, however, spoke his mind freely and said 
that it was ashame that it had been done. 

„Mayor Francis, said he, ‘‘has done lots 
of hard work on the committee and has shown 
an amount of ability which is absolutely sur- 
33 to his friends. He is a bie loss, 80 is 

. ©. Stanard and several other gentie- 
men 1 might mention. It is plain 
to be seen that the committee 
has been appointed in the interest of the rail- 
roads, and that it was done to satisfy Mr. 
Taussig and particularly the Gould interests. 
There are sever gentlemen on 
the new committee who have al- 
ways been friendly to the railroads and 
the — — 12 were largely made to satisfy 
the railroad men and the men who think the 
railroads ought to be gently treated. More 
than this the expenses of the committee are 
no higher than they can be to have the 
work welldone. Secretary Kelly had donea 
great doal of hard and good work in the way 
of making out statements, getting country 
merchants interested and getting the news- 
papers of the K K into line. The commit- 
tee was right in the midst of several very 
important cases before the Interstate and 
State Commissioners, which will be knecked 
in the head by this action.’’

THREE APPOINTEES DECLINE. 

Another development during this morning, 
however; which still more complieated the 
situation were the decilinations of three of 
the appointees to serve. They were Chairman 
E. OC. Simmons and Messrs. Isaa 
The first declination was that of 
W. Isaacs, who sent his note to President 
Orthwein early. Mr. Isaacs, who was 
seen by the reporter, gave as his rea- 
sons fer declining to serve lack of time 
and lack of sympathy with the retrenchment 
movement. He thinks the committee has 
done excellent work with the present secre- 
tary and organization, and he does not think 
justice can be done to the subject with any less 
means at their disposal. 

Mr. E. O. Simmons, who was a member of 
the old committee, was seen immediately after 
his declination had been sentto President 
Orthwein. He said that his reason for re- 
signing was lack of time.

PREE LIQUOR AND PROHIBITION. 

The ground on which the W. C. T. U. 
petitions for the repeal of the United 
States Internal Reyenue tax on intoxi- 

ting liquor is that any liquor tax 


partner in a traffic which it should de- 
clare infamous and suppress altogether. 

So long as State or national govern- 
ment gives legal recognition and respecta- 
bility to the liquor traffic by deriving a 
revenue from it, so long will the protec- 
tion and moral support of the Govern- 
ment be felt in the scales against the pro- 
hibition movement, say some of the Pro- 
hibitionists, and therofore they regard 
the abolition of all taxes on liquors as the 
only thing that will give Prohibition a 
chance to meet King Alcohol on equal 
terms at the bar of public opinion. 

But, as a matter of fact, prohibition 
carried Maine, Iowa and Kansas in spite 
of the alleged strength imparted to the 
liquor traffic by the derivation of both 
State and national revenues therefrom. 
And as the abolition of State liquor taxes 
bas failed to make prohibition a success 
in Maine for thirty years past, or any- 
where else, what probable ground is 
there for assuming or supposing that re- 
lieving the liquor traffic of the enormous 
tax burdens it now bears would make its 
suppression either more popular or more 
practicable? 

These taxes, instead of being a proteo- 
tion or a moral support, are both a ban 
and a burden, a badge of public reproba- 
tion and legalrepression. if the traffic 
cannot be suppressed withtheaidof them 
it would obviously be stronger without 
them. Abolish the taxes and the vast 
sums now paid by the traffic to Federal, 
State and municipal governments could 
all be used in influencing or corrupting 
voters in the fight against prohibition at 
the ballot-box. To relieve the traffic of 
all taxes or license restrictions is to- put 
15-cent whisky down to 5 cents, quite a 
premium on consumption! Suppression 
then would mean only the suppression of 
the large distilleries and the conversion 
of the manufacture into a strictly moon- 
shine business, an illicit still in every 
township and every man his own N 
keeper. 

When temperance reformers tele the 
opponents of tariff reform in freeing the 
liquor traffic from all tax Burdens and 
from every regulation short of absolute 
prohibition they are simply trying the 
desperate expedient of inaugurating a 
pandemonium jin the vain hope that it 
will hasten the millennium,

THE appointment of a congressional 
committee to investigate the Trust“ 
system is denounced as a piece of imper- 
tinence, and we are told that Congress 
has no power to regulate the transaction 
of private business. When private busi- 
ness transactions are tainted with breach 
of trust, perversion or abuse of public 
franchises, larceny, burglary, extortion, 
forestalling, regrating, and such common 
law offenses, it will be found that Con- 
gress in regulating interstate commerce 
has the power both to investigate 
and to punish them. Judge GrresHam,

A Cry for Free Castor Oll, 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

There is still more hope for the cause of 
tariff reform. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
and the New York Sun have begun to call at- 
tention to the monopoly in the manufacture of 
castor oll, which is said to have its seat in Col. 
Morrison’s district in Illinois. Since the Sun
